3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The applicant's own 1 1/796,81 1 (US 2007/0293737) and 1 1/691 ,41 1 (US 
2007/0250121) applications for patents are cited herein for its disclosure of an 
implantable medical lead having similar structure to that claimed herein but differing 
slightly. Although the examiner contemplated making a provisional obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection using this reference, one could not be made in view of MPEP 
804. 1. B.I (1st paragraph), which states that for the case of two applications filed on the 
same date, the provisional ODP rejection should be withdrawn for the application drawn 
to the "base invention" without the need for a terminal disclaimer. Accordingly, the 
Examiner deems this application to be the "base invention", hence, no ODP rejection 
was made, nor terminal disclaimer needed.
